In your agency report for August the 
suggestion is made that the opening and closing of Indian 
day schools be adjusted in future to conform with the 
dates of other schools in Ontario. 


In this connection may I refer you to 
eireular C-150-48, copy of which I am sending forward here- 
with, You will note that the instruction with respect 
to the opening and closing of Indian day schools in this 
circular is clear and explicit, and it is the duty and 
responsibility of our Indian agents to see that these 
instructions are obeyed by our teachers, Any attempt on 
the part of this Department to have our In@ian day schools 
open and close on the same dates as public and separate 
schools throughout the Dominion would lead to endles® con- 
fusion, for the sigple reason that opening and closing 
dates differ in a number of the provinces, We are oper- 
ating our schools this year on a 10-month rather than «a 
9-month basis, in response to requests received from 
Indian day school teachers, Teachers should be reninded 
therefore, that it is their duty to see that their schools 
operate for the full teaching period. It is unnecessary 
to add that the holidays of Civil Servants and other 
government employees have been substantially reduced during 
the war peried. In view of this fact, it would scarcely 
be fair for teachers to ask for holidays other than the 
holidays for which provision is made in the published 
regulations.

The reports of the teachers show that the attendance 
at Central and Mission schools has steadily improged, while shat 
of Eastern School has mainteined its usual good level. Good 
reports have been received of these Indian pupils attending 
Shannonville and Milltown white schools as they are attending 
reguler and making good progress, possibly being due to the new 


enfironment.

The attendance at the Agency schools during December was 
low, due to the severe weather and storms. The teachers were able 
to get to their schools so that Kastern School was closed one day, 

one day and Mission two days. The reports of the teachers 
for December, show that there are @ considerable number of pupils 
suffering from colds and at Eastern School, a number were absent 
from skin diseases, @ condition that has been hard to clean up at 
this school, Cod Liver Oil was delivered to the sehools in late 
November and teachers instructed to see that the children received 
the same. During December there was 4 considerable falling off in 
the attendance of Indian pupils to the Shannonville and Milltown 
white schools, due to inclement weather and sickness.

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Se! a: The school attendance during June arter has been fairly 

° t in spite of the efforts of this office and local Reserve 
organizations, the attendance has never been brought to « maximum 
and it is anticipated some better results will be obtained in the 
future on account of family allowances being paid to Indians. The 
teachers report a moderate number of cases of head and body lice, 
also the off case of skin disease in which it has been necessary 
to order the children home for attention and treatment. Four pupile 
from Fastern, all that tried, have passed their Entrance examinations 
and two of these at least have expressed a desire to attend the 
local High Schooly the other two are making their own arrangements 
to attend Vocational School at Belleville. Two pupils from Central 
passed their Entrance Exams and one girl ia expecting to continue 
to High School at Deseronto. As previously reported, the co-operation 
from the ReCeM.P. and Special Constable in their duties as truant 


officers bas been ma a es of which can be attributed to the extra 
pe. 


duties placed on t fee on account of the war, which himite the 
time av@ilable for duties on the Reserve. It is expected these off~ 
ieers will give more supervision from this time on and that the 
parents will be closely checked in connection with the r and 
irregular attendance of children of school age. For two days, June 
19 and 20, senior pupils of all Reserve schools attenied the Home- 
nakers Club Convention and heard addresses concerning Family Aliow- 
ances, nutrition and medical care, sehool atéendance, eto., from 
which they should defive considerable benefit in future. Manual 
treining and sewing work at Eastern school has progressed well but 
has lagged some at Mission and Central schools, due partially to the 
indifference of the teachers in not procuring materials as was auth- 
orised. It is ou ted that some definite graduation cermonesy be 
established ann for Indian pupils who pase their Entrance 
examinations and at this gathering the children receive their entranes 
diplomas and algo be capped and gowned, Such a would be 
of some incentive for pupils to at least get their entrance and 
presentation of their certificates could »e made by an official of 
the Department or some prominent local school inspector or public 
official. Gowns and mortar boards are inexpensive and could be 
supplied by the Department on a loan basis and be availabie yearly.

The above noted boy, aged twelve years, whose 
parents are claimed to be Isaac and Gladys Thompson of unknown 
address, was committed by a Sudbury Magistrate to the Ontario 
Training School for Boys, Bowmanville, and, at the time of the 
boy's trial at Sudbury, the constable, @iving evidence, stated 
he was not a Treaty Indian. 


In December,last, this boy was released from the 
Bowmanville School to Peter Joe Brant, Indian resident of Tyen- 
dinaga Reserve, on the condition that Brant supplied him with 
a home and arranged that he attend school regularly during the 
winter months. Brant desires to send him to a Reserve school 
and, as he is not recognised as an Indian, this would be con- 
trary to the policy of the Department in that none but Indian 
children are eligible to attend Indian Reserve schools. I would 
be pleased to receive the decision of the Department concerning 
this boy being allowed to attend a Reserve school. TI am per- 
sonally of the opinion that it would create a bad precedent and 
there are white tenants on the Reserve who would be seeking the 
same consideration and treatment for their children... Your early 
reply would be appreciated,

The front fence is out of repair. Apparently 
the boys climb it too frequently. This could easily 
be avoided. 


That water tank reported so many times as 
dirty is now out of commission entirely and an open 
pail is being used into which the children dip when 
they want to drink. This is highly unsanitary and an 
excellent way to transmit any communicable diseases 
that may exist. 


4s stated on the Eastern School report, you 
should have your own supply of drinking water by means 
of a drilled well. ‘These children do not get nearly 
enough of water to drink as it is. 


When the coal was put in the bin, whatever 
kindlings there were were buried up in coal so that 
now there is nothing to hight fires with. Those old 
toilets are useless now, and might about as well be used 
as kindlings if you will give the caretaker the necessary 
permission to so use the material in them.

I have to report that some trouble is being 
experienced in connection with water supply at three of the 
schools on the reserve, the schools affected have no wells 
on the school properties but have to secure water from a 
distance, the schools concerned are the Central, Western 
and Mission. The Mission school in particular is very 
much handicapped more especially during the winter months. 
Water for this school has to be drawn from a distance of 
approx, two miles. Mr. T. Emmons, the teacher, draws 
the water using his car to do so. He finds it very hard 
during the winter months to make the necessary trips 
owing to the bad condition of the roads. he Central 
school have to get water from a nearby farm. The well 
of this farm is in the barnyard and the water is not 
very good owing to seepage of surface water, The Western 
school secure water from a creek which although it is 
running water is not strictly pure owing to the fact 
that the creek runs through farm lands and cattle and 
other animals use the stream. I would suggest that in 
order to overcome this shortage of water and to avoid any 
possible chance of contamination that as soon as possible 
wells be made on each of the school properties.

Two loads of gravel placed around the 
front entrance would help fill the large hollow 
and assist in eliminating water and mud which 
surrounds entrance in wet weather.

A new fence around this school property 
is badly needed. I consider an ordinary woven wire fence 
would be suitable and would cost approximately $50.00 
for material and labour. 

Boards are missing and broken in both toilets 
and if these were repaired the interior would be 
darkened. Bracing of posts and boards on screens are 
necessary which would cost in the vicinity of $10.00 
for material and labour and this would greatly improve 
these toilets. 


I would recommend that authority be granted 
to have this repair work done as outlined above for 
each of these four schools. Indian carpenters would 
be engaged to do the carpentry work and Indian labour 
on the fencing to be done would be used. The unexpended 
balance of the $350.00 available would be ascertained 
when this work has been completed and could then be 
used in painting the Eastern School or any one of the 
other schools as they are all badly in need of painting.

If the unexpendéd balance 
4s still sufficient after the Eastern School has 
been painted, I would recommend painting the 
Western School at approximately the same cost 
as the Eastern. A competent Indian painter is 
available to do this work which should be commenced 
immediately so that 4t would be finished before 
school opens in ‘eptember.

3 REPORT ON TYENDINAGA RESERVE FOR SEPT. 1939. 
x x x 


A wind and hail storm of cyclonic proportions 
visited this agency on September 8th with the result 
that twelve barns on the reserve were com sletely 
destroyed. The roof on the All Saint's Church on this 
reserve was completly torn off. A large steeple crashed 
through the roof of the Christ's Church. Chimneys on the 
Council Hall were blown down and many small buildings 
and parts of roofs, garages, etc. were d amolished 
throughout the reserve. In view of the extensive damage 
done to the Churches which are band property and would 
therefore have to be repaired from funds of the Band, si 
did notify the Department immediately after the storm and 
Mr. Patrick did visit this agency to inspect the damage. 


A small portion of the shingle roof was torn 
off the Western school and numerous panes of glass 
were broken in each of the four Indian Day schools. 
Repairs at the schools were considered urgent and have 
been completed. Instructions are being awaited from 
the Department in connection with repair work necessary 
at the two Churches and in the meantime I authorized 
Rev. Yringle to duct Church services in the two Day 
Schools on this reserve.

Some considerable repairs are needed at the Central 
Day school the most necessary need being the painting of the 
class-room and interior to improve the lignting,which is quite 
bad due to the ceiling of the school being of T & G lumber 
darkly varnished making it necessary on dull days for the 
teacher to move all her pupils adjacent to the windows to see 
to do their work. This ceiling should have three coats ofwhite 
or light ivory paint and the wall which are of plaster should 
have two coats of ivory after some emall repairs have been 
made to cracked and loose plaster. The main-scoting in the 
class-room as well as all interior woodwork should be cleaned 
and given another coat of varnish in an endeavor to brighten 
it up. 

° While an expensive wood was used in the finish in this 
echool it was to light and every door in the school is loose, 
due to the frames cracking and spliting and not being of a 
substantial wood to hold nails and screws and it will be 
necessary to replace a portion of each of these door frames. 
The same conditions exists in the cloak rooms where this fine 
lumber is full of holes and split from screws from coat hangers, 
all of which hanger are now off the walls. These boards 
should also be replaced by heavier and harder wood.

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Pi TO EDUCATIONAL MATTERS ON TYENDINAGA INDIAN RESER VE 





(1) Prinmary Education: There are approximately 145 pupils now attending Element- 
ary Schools, 100 of these are attending our three schools on the Reserve, and 45 
are going to schools outside the Reserve. Of the 100, approximately 50 are 
attending Eastern Day School, 32 Mission Day School and 18 Central Day School. Of 
the 45 pupils attending outside Schools, 2 are at Deserento Public School, 31 

at Shannonville, 12 at Milltown Public School, the others attend Deseronto High 
School and Belleville Collegiate. Besides the Indian Pupils there are a number 
of white children resident on leased land on the reserve, who at present are not 
eligible to attend Indian Schools. 


We have at present 3 Indian Schools in operation and one vacanf. 
Eastern Day School is situated on No. 2 Highway, Lot 32, Con. A. This is a fine 
frame school in a good state of vepair. It has a good basement used for teaching 
Home Economics and Shop and quite a large play ground. At present it is vastly 
overcrowded because the population seems to have shifted to the east end of the 
reserve, 


Mission School, is located on Lot 27, Con.2, is a frame structure which has been 

in use for quite a long time. Although there has been a number of complaints from 
the Teacher that the tuilding is done, I cannot say that I have any evidence to 
substantiate these claims. @ building is certainly not as well kept as the 
Eastern School, nor are the grounds in as good shape. ‘here is a separated teacher- 
age at this school, which is in a good state of repair. 


Central School, also a frame structure is in good state of repair and has a fine 
set of grounds. It is located on Lot 21,Con. A. and as its name would indicate is 
central on the reserve, 


Western, our fourth school building, is located on Lot 10, Con.2. I did inspect 
this building and find that with wry little cleaning and redecorating it will be 
quite suitable to put into use again. I understand it was closed a few years back 
when the school pupulation decreased. However there are sufficient now to make 

a good school(see map). I therefore recommend that this school be put into shape 
for the next Fall Term.

there may be need also for another School building to relieve the congestion 
at Eastern School. I am not prepared to suggest a site at the present time for this 
new building, but I am of the opinion that it should be located somewhere south 
and west of Eastern School. I shall enclose with this report a map locating all 
the pupils on the reserve, from which you may be able to determine a suitable 
location before visiting the reserve.

The suggestion has been put forward that one central graded school would be 
advisable for this reserve and then transport the pupils to it by bus. While this 
plan may haw many advantages in so far as better education is concerned I do see 
the following objections: 


If we hired the transportation it would cost approximately $90.00 per pupil 
per year. This added cost would not be offset by any saving in teachers or any 
greater economy of operation costs. Also the time the pupils would be away from 
home would be greatly increased on the average due to the loop method used by 
school buses. This added time is generally taken from the children's "free" time 
as the same chores still have to be done at home. We would also be using a 
great amount of money for a new school building to replace our four good schools 
buildings. 


At the present time we have 3 teachers on the reseve; Miss Stoddart, I find 
quite capable and doing an excellent job at Eastern School. She lives in the 
Town of Deseronto and commutes night and morning. 


Mre Elliott lives with her husband in the Teacherage at Mission School. She 
has lived on the reserve practically all her life and so has become quite an 
influence. 


Mr Claus is an Indian on the Reserve and has been teaching at Central School, 
T am of the opinion that he will resign this year and take up carpentry and 
farming, for which I feel he is well suited, 
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La . 

I do feel that our teachers might give more leadership in their communities to 
encourage the children in extra curricular activities. Having taught, myself, for 
Some years, I understand the objections the teachers will raise to this suggestion, 


“put I repeat that I expect teachers to give some leadership in the community. I 


have been able to hold a Staff meeting a month and am of the opinion that this is a 
good policy, as teachers and I are able to exchange ideas and settle a number of 
problems. 


In so far as the curriculum used cx this reserve is concerned I believe it to be 
on the whole satisfactory. However, in view of the fact that our High School pupils 
number somewhat less than 9% of Public School entolment, it would seem that our 
Public School curriculum must fit the children for life. I would therefore suggest 
introduction of some more practical subjects. Home Economics at present is taught 
in only one school, as is Grafts ( to any extent). Also we have little instruction 
in music, which is a poor policy, because these Indians have great natural musical 
abilities. The difficulty to introducing these courses is in obtaining competent 
teachers. It may be possible to co-operate with schools outside the reserve and make 
use of itinerant teachers, particularly for music. I recommend that this suggestion 
be given due consideration. 

Y 
SECONDARY EDUCATION ; At present we haw 12 pupils from the reserve attending 
Secoddary Schools, 5 at Deseronto High School and 7 at BellevilleCollegiate and 
Vocational School. Notwithstanding this paucity of Secondary pupils the level of 
achievement of these pupils is very very low, so low that I am inclined to think 
that our children are building up a reputation for poor scholarship for the Indians. 
Of course there are a few exceptions. I am at a loss to get a full explanation of 
this situation, but one reason might be put forward, that is the home background 
which is not encouraging; another sometimes suggested is the scarcity of openings 
for trained Indians resulting in little incentive for scholars. Apparently the 
inherent reticence of the Indian has also peebebiy discouraged a number from taking 
higher education, 


Other Training; At present we have only one girl attending an institution other! than 
high or public school. There just doesn't seem to be any incentive or interest in 
further training when the pupils reach the age of 45 or 16. However I have had a 
number of older men and women express regret that they had not proceeded further 
with their education, If these expressions are sincere it might be possible to 
introduce short courses during the off seasons. One which has already been suggested 
is "farm wiring"( in view of the fact that we are expecting to get the reserve wired 
next year). ‘he Ontario Government sponsors a series of these courses locally and we 
may be able to make use of their organization next winter.

MeDougall at this school claims no particular qualification for 
her position. She is a bright girl but does not take her duty 
seriously,as she considers that she is just merely filling # in 
for the time being. 


Since the lst of January there have been only 17 scholars 
enrolled at this school where there should have been over 30. The 
attendance has ranged all the way from 1 to 11 scholars perd ay 

There has been considerable sickness upon the Island during the 
past month which accounts partially for this state of affairs. 

I am informed whoever that there are about 40 children of school 
age within the radius of this school,and I think with a good 
energetic teacher and co-operation of the parents ,this should 
be one of cur best Indian senools.

be hard to analyze, I have, however, made a summary which 
shows that;- 17 children would have to travel a distance 
of one mile or under, 38 children over one mile and under 
two, 48 children over two and under three and five children 
over three miles, You will thus see that about one hair 
of the total number of children Of school age on the re- 
serve, which is approximately 108, would have to travel 
over tWo miles to the consolidated school, This I con- 
sider is altogether too long 4 walk and the only way wax 
in which 1¢ sould be overcome Would be to provide for 
the transportation of the children at least during the 
spring, fall and winter months, On account of the location 
of the Indians and the way the roads run on the reserve, it 
would require three conveyances to do this work to any 
degree of satisfaction, The question of distance is the 
first objection that Ih ave to point out. 

Secondly, the site of a consolidated school must 


of necessity be aboutnthe centre of the island, The No, 1 
school 
aoe 
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School, in which there has been a white teacher for some 


years, 1s situated at the front, close to the English 
Omrch, the agency residence and the homes of the two 
missionaries and the customs officer, It overlooks the 


main channel and in the summer time at least is not an 


undesirable place to live. The No, 2 or Pottawattome 


School is in the centre of the Island and at present 
taught by an Indian, As said above, a consolidated 

school would have to be established about the centre of 
the Island, a mile or so from t he present No, 2 School, 
and would be a rather lonely piace to live, as it would 
be about two miles from the Post Office and the residences 
of the people above referred to. The only white teacher 
we had on the Island has resigned and I fe@l in my om 
Mind a little doubt as to the possibility of obtaining 
the services of teachers, at least two in number, who 
would be satisfied to live under conditions that would 
exist at the new school, even supposing the Department 
was prepared to supply them with comfortable quarters 

in which to reside, If we had at the present time, as 

we have at many of our schools that I might mention, 
teachers who have been in our service for sometime and

expressed a willingness to accept the conditions, then I 
Would have no hesitancy in recommending the establishment 
of such a school, provided means of conveyance were found, 
I suggested to the Council that, in view of the 
fact that their funds would not be encroached upon to build 
the school nor pay the salaries of the teachers to any 
greater extent than now, they might take into consideration 
the question of paying the cost of transportation, but I
